His  Eminence  C.vdinal  Alovsius  Ambrozic, 
Archbishop  ot  Toronto,  wa*  etected 
Chancellor  ot  the  University  of  St.  Michael's 
College  by  the  Collegium  at  its  meeting  of 
21  April  199S.  Cardinal  Ambrozic  has  had  a 
long  career  in  higher  education,  having 
taught  as  Professor  of  New  Testament  in  the 
Toronto  School  of  Theology,  served  as  Dean 
of  St.  Augustine's  Seminary,  and  been  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Pontifical  Institute  of 
Mediaeval  Studies  since  1990,  when  he 
became  Archbishop  of  Toronto. 
Cardinal  Ambrozic  has  maintained  a  keen 
interest  in  the  welfare  of  St.  Michael's,  and 
has  been  most  supportive  of  its  mission  of 
Catholic  higher  education.  The  Alumni 
Association  welcomes  our  new  Chancellor 


and  looks  forward  to  working  with  him  tor 
the  good  of  St.  Michael's. 
Cardinal  Ambrozic  succeeds  Cardinal 
Gerald  Emmett  Carter,  who  served  as 
Chancellor  for  twenty  years.

Rachele  Settino  Muia 
became  Registrar  of  St.

July  1998.  A  1972 
j^^  I  graduate  of  St. 
^H  \  Michael's,  Rachele 
|H  ,,,  holds  a  Master's 
Degree  in  Higher 
Education  from  the 
UofT,  and  has  been 
involved  in  the  area  of 
student  services  at  the  University  since 
1972,  holding  administrative  positions  in 
the  Faculty  of  Nursing,  the  Faculty  of 
Dentistry,  Scarborough  College,  and  the 
Undergraduate  Professional  Faculties' 
Admissions  Office.  From  1990  until 
moving  to  St.  Michael's  she  was  Registrar  of 
the  Faculty  of  Information  Services. 
Rachele  has  served  as  a  member  of  the 
Academic  Board  of  the  Governing  Council 
of  the  UofT,  and  as  Chair  or  member  of 
several  University  Committees.

Miiiisignor  I'hilip  Muriiion  did  not  disappoint  the  nudiencc  ot  close 
'  400  who  came  to  hear  him  give  the  1998  John  M.  Kellv  Theoloj^v 
Lecture.  In  a  clear,  well  organized  and  cogent  presentation, 
Monsignor  Murnion  outlined  the  principles  guiding  the  "Catholic 
Common  Ground  Initiative"  and  the  spirit  instilled  in  the  Initiative 
by  the  late  Cardinal  Joseph  Bernardin  with  whom  he  had  worked  in 
its  initial  stages.  Monsignor  Murnion  went  on  to  outline  some  of  the 
reasons  for  disunity  in  the  Church,  and  suggested  measures  and 
attitudes  that  could  bring  about  greater  unity.  Although  it  indicated 
clearly  the  difficulties  that  cause  division  in  the  Church  today,  the 
lecture  was  most  encouraging  and  hopeful.

Father  Joseph  St^U,  'Adieu' 


Since  the  last  issue  of  our  alumni 
newsletter,  death  has  come  to  two 
much  loved  members  of  the  St. 
Michael's  community.  Father  Joseph 
Sable  and  Sister  Geraldine  Thompson, 
C.S.J.  Both  were  excellent  teachers 
who  believed  firmly  in  the  importance 
of  education  in  Christian  life;  both 
symbolized  in  their  personal, 
professional  and  religious  lives  the 
mission  of  St.  Michael's  in  Catholic 


higher  education.  Their  pursuit  of  the  truth,  their  command  of  their 
subject,  their  ability  to  communicate,  their  concern  for  their 
students,  their  respect  and  care  for  their  colleagues,  and  their 
devotion  to  St.  Michael's  remain  a  source  of  inspiration  to  students, 
staff  and  faculty  of  the  College. 

Fr.  Sable  first  visited  St.  Michael's  in  1967,  returning  in  1971  to  take 
up  a  full-time  teaching  appointment  here  until  his  retirement  in  1985. 
Upon  his  retirement  he  presented  his  collection  of  over  1 2,000  books 
to  the  John  M.  Kelly  Library;  until  his  death  he  spent  at  least  four 
months  each  year  living  at  St.  Michael's,  organizing  the  collection  and 
adding  to  it.  The  collection  now  forms  the  content  of  the  UotT's 
Centre  d'Etudes  Romantiques  Joseph  Sable,  housed  in  the  Kelly 
Library,  and  the  site  of  seminars  and  of  research  by  local  scholars  as 
well  as  by  visiting  scholars  from  abroad.  Fr.  Sable's  contributions  to 
the  mission  of  St.  Michael's  and  to  French  culture  were  recognized

when  St.  Michael's  conferred  upon  him  in 
1992  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Sacred  Letters,  and  when  the  French 
Republic  appointed  him  a  Chevalier  de 
I'Ordre  de  la  Legion  d'Honneur  in  1995. 
Fr.  Sable  died  suddenly  in  France  13 
February  1998. 

Sister  Geraldine  Thompson,  C.S.J,  had 
been  experiencing  failing  health  in  recent 
years,  but  remained  active  and  welcoming 
to  visitors  who  came  to  see  her  at  St. 
Joseph's    Convent,    Morrow    Park, 

Toronto.  Acute  illness  forced  her  hospitalization  early  last  May,  and, 
although  she  was  responding  to  treatment,  her  heart  failed  and  she 
died  21  May.  Sister  would  have  celebrated  her  ninetieth  birthday  on  1 
June,  and  the  seventieth  anniversary  of  her  graduation  from  St. 
Michael's  and  the  UofT  on  6  June;  she  was  in  the  sixty-fifth  year  of 
her  religious  life  in  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  of  Toronto.  Sister 
Geraldine  was  a  gifted  anist,  an  oft-published  scholar,  and  admired, 
devoted  and  challenging  teacher,  mentor,  and  friend  who  cared  for 
her  students  and  for  her  colleagues.  She  enjoyed  a  long  career  as  a 
teacher,  first  in  high  school,  and  then  in  university  as  a  Professor  of 
English  at  St.  Michael's,  also  serving  for  some  of  those  years  as  Dean 
of  St.  Joseph  College.  She  was  a  great  lady  who,  with  Fr.  Sable, 
embodied  the  spirit  of  St.  Michael's  and  furthered  its  mission.  May 
they  rest  in  peace.

1998  is  witnessing  many  changes  at  St. 
Michael's. 

As  reported  elsewhere  in  this  issue  of  the 
newsletter,  Cardinal  Carter  has  resigned  as 
Chancellor  after  twenty  years  of  devoted, 
fruitful  involvement  in  the  life  of  St. 
Michael's. 

Fr.  Robert  O'Halioran,  C.S.B.  5T5  retired 
from  the  position  of  Registrar  after  eight 
years  of  dedicated  service  to  the  students 
and  faculty  of  St.  Michael's.  Fr.  Robert 
Madden,  C.S.B.,  5T2  retired  from  his 
fourteen  years  as  Executive  Director, 
Alumni/Development.  Both  Fr. 
O'Halioran  and  Fr.  Madden  are  expected  to 
remain  in  residence  at  St.  Michael's. 
Audrey  McDonagh  has  retired  from  her
